EXAMINATIONS 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy 
Examinations were held at 26 regular centrcs in Juncand Deccm 
ber 1973 . Tho total number of candidates who completed thcse 
examinations lo the above two ternis were 584 , 341 and 11 rcs 
pectively .

STUDENTSHIP 

The total number of students who registercd then Dames with 
tho Institute during the year was 9707 as against 11, 118 in the 
Previous year .

The total strength of students , after removal of 
those who have already expired their terms roso to over 26000 
on 31st March 1974 . 
COACHING 

The revised syllabi for the Institutc s cxaminations was intro 
duced with effoct from 1st April 1973 . The study notes for the 
students taking up Postal Coaching were revised to fall in linc 
with the revised syllabiund scmester pattern of classrs foi Oral 
Coaching was introduced with effect from 1st April 1973, 

The rising trend in the number of students enrolled for cou 
ching, consequcnt upon the increase in thc number of students 
registering with the Institute , continued this year also . The 
growth rate in the number of students enrolled during the year 
was about 9 % for Postal Coaching and 13 % for Oral Coaching . 
Taking tho yoar 1971 - 72 as the base , the percentage incrcase 
in the numbor of students cnrolled during 1973 -74 for Coaching 
was 38 % both for Postal and Oral Tuition .

The functions of the Regional Councils , as defined in Rcgu 
lation 116 , have been mostly carried out. These jncluded holding 
of seminars and conforenco , lecturos and debates , group 
discussions and thc liko .

On com 
pletion of the construction , three of the four Rogional Councils 
will bo housed in Institute s own premises atthe rospective places , 
CHAPTERS OF COST ACCOUNTANTS 

During the year, one more Chapter of Cost Accountants , 
namely , Gauhati Chapter , was recognised bringing the total 
number of recognised Chapters to 35 as on 31st March 1974 . 
Those Chapters have considerably helped local members and 
students in many ways . Apart from conducting oral coaching 
classes, most of tho Chapters successfully organiscd seminars 
and conferences at various places. With a view to improving 
further the services to members and students, tho Council 
decided in principle to extend some of the functions to regional 
and chaptor levels . 

Asmentioned in the last report, the Council bas taken a deci 
sion to integrate Chapters of Cost Accountants with the Insti 
tuto, and for that purpose , amendments to Regulations havo 
already been proposed .

letters of its members . It is understood that the matters are 
roceiving activo consideration of the Government. 


JOURNAL 

During the year, the Director of Rescarch , in addition to his 
present dutios, assumed charge as Editor of tho Journal. Im 
provements in the quality of the Journalwere maintained, thanks 
to the active cooperation of many members . Articles covering 
a wido range of subjects appeared in the Journal apart from 
important news and notes and several notifications issued by the 
Institute or the Government. The Journal has evoked commcn 
dable response from students who now find it more useful from 
their points of view . A good number of articles written for 
students now appear in the Journal in a separate perforated 
Section moant for them . The circulation of the Journal recorded 
further increase during the year,

Regulations have been carried out during the year , and these 
have been reported from time to time in the Journal of the Insti 


tute , 


COMPANIES ACT 

As reported earlier , the Council submitted a detailed mera 
orandum , followed by Oral evidence , to the Joint Sclect Commi. 
ttee on Companies (Amendment) Bill, 1972 . The Select Ccm . 
mittee , liaving considered different view points , recommended 
in their Report that cost audit should bo conducted by Cost 
Accountants alonc , provided that if at any time the Central 
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Government is of the opinion that sufficient number of practi 
sing Cost Accountants is not available in the country, the Govern 
ment may permit Chartered Accountants posscssing prescribed 
qualifications also to conduct cost audit for a specified pericd , 
If these recommendations are accepted by the Parliament, the 
development of the profession will be considerably helped. 
COST AUDIT 

The eligibility to do cost audit has not undergone any change 
since the last Report, Major changes are expected , as mentioned 
in tho last paragraph , when the Company Law is amended by 
the Parliament. 

The industries for which Cost Accounting Reçoid Rulcs 
have been framed under Section 209 ( 1)( d ) of the Companics 
Act are so far 15 , namely ; 

Cement , Cycle , Caustic Soda , Tyres and Tubes, Auto 
mobile Batteries , Electric Lamps , Rocm Aliçonditioners , 
Refrigerators , Motor Vehicles , Electric Motors , Electric

TAXATION LAWS 

A memorandum containing certain recommendations foi 
amendment of Income-tax Act was submitted on bchalf of the 
Institute to the Select Committee on Taxation Laws (Amend 
ment) Bill 1973. A delegation from the Institute , Icd by Shri 
V , Kalyanaraman , Vice -President, also tendered oral evidence 
before the Select Commiţtee. 
MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMMES 

The fourth programme in the serics of one weck Management 
Development Programmes on Management Accounting Con 
cepts , Tools and Techniques for the middle and senior levels 
designed by the Institutc was held in June , 1973. The largest 
number so far in the series from different disciplines and organi 
sations in and around Calcutta and other States in India parti 
cipated in the programme. 

A tailor -made training programme was organised by the 
Institute for the Executive Assistants of Bckaio Stel Lid , at 
Bokaro Steel City in Septeinber 1973. 

In January - February 1974 , a six -weck another tailor-made 
training programme on Financial Management for thc Officers 
from the various Suh- ollices of the Comptroller and Auditor 
Gencral of India was organised hy the Institute at Calcutta , 
Apart from scheduled lcciuies , it included library session of 2 
to 3 hours a day and factory visit at the end of the programme. 
ALL INDIA COST CONFERENCE 

The Sixteenth All India Cost Confcicnue was held at Calcutta 
between 8th and 10th February 1974, which was inaugurated 
by Shri Shankar Ghosh , Hon ble Minister of Finance and 
Excise , Planning and Development, Government of West 
Bengal. The Welcome Address was delivered by Shri N . K . 
Bose , Chairman of the Conference Committee . The Presidential 
Address was delivered by Shri M . R . S . Iyengar , President of the 
Institute . 

The main theme of the Conference was Productivity and 
Economic Development which was sub - divided into three top 
cal subjects discussed in three technical sessions. These suh 
jects were ( 7 ) Concepts Relcvant to Productivity , ( b ) Some Now 
Dimensions of Productivity Management and ( i ) Some Issues in 
the Manaucmont of Economic Developnicnt. The Chairman , of 
the threc Technical Scssions respectively werc Shri H . Bhuyu , 
chairman , Hindustan Steel Ltd ., Shri K .

INTERNATIONAL COORDINATION COMMITTEE FOR 
ACCOUNTANCY PROFESSION 

The International Coordination Committee for Accountancy 
Profession was formed at tho Tenth International Congress of 
Accountants held in Australia in October 1972 with a long term 
objective of developing a coordinatcd world wide accounting 
profession with uniform standards . It comprises reprçsenta 
tives from the accountancy profession of Australia , Canada , 
France , India , Japan , Mexico . Netherlands, Philippincs , United 
Kingdom , United States of America and tho Federal Republic 
of Germany. Tho representation to ICCAP from each country 
was decided to be one from amongst the professional personnel 
and one from tho permanent staff of the accountancy bodics in 
the country . The Council has urged the ICCAP that this Insti 
tute may lic given a sçat in that body .
